his work so neatly that it would be

to

checks 
were 
signed Kellogg 


Brothers Lumber Co. with a rubber 
stamp, perChas. F. Kellogg, manager, 
and were drawn on the Wood county 
bank, and they were accepted by the 
different merchants without question. 


The first to discover the fraud was 


1). 11. Philleo in the Wood County Na- 
tional bank. A cheek came into the 
hank on Saturday morning with Kel- 
logg Bros, iia.ne at the bottom, and 
as tins linn does not do its banking at 
the Wood county bank the fraud was 
noticed at once. 


The forger did his work between 


eight and iiineo'clcdc on Friday even- 
ing and was smooth enough in his 
wavs and actions so that his honesty 
was not questioned by any of the 
swindled parlies. 


The man's method of proceednre 


was to examine some article and de- 
ciding to buy he would reach for his 
money, but finding he did not have 
enough, would tender a check in pay- 
ment, stating that he was employed 
by the Kellogg Bros. Lumber com- 
pany. 


The description of the man as given 


by the different parties varies consid- 
erably, but all agreed that he was 
commonly dressed and looked like a 
laboring man such as he urofessed to 
be. 


It is evident from all the. facts that 


the man is an adept at the business, 
and the preparation of a rubber stamp 
for signing- the checks showed that he 
had taken plenty of time to do things 
right. 


As soon as the fraud was discovered 


on Saturday morning the authorities 
were notified and as good a descrip- 
tion as possible secured of the man, 
but twelve hours or more had elapsed, 
during which lime several trains had 
left in different directions and there is 
nodonbt but what he had made good 
his escape.

Mrs. Fred Eckcrman, who resided 


about three miles south of Kcllner, 
died on Tuesday morning after a lin- 
gering illness, death being caused by 
consumption. 


Deceased was 48 years old and 


leaves a husband and eight children 
to mourn her departure. The funeral 
occurred on Thursday from the First 
Moravian church, Kcv. D. C. Uelmich 
conducting tile services. 


On Thursday a

Tribune iutei viewed Mr. Gentry and 
learned many things concerning that 
gentlemen's faith and religion and 
the doctor told many of his experi- 
ences in healing the halt, the lame 
and the blind.

The doctor is a benevolent looking 


elderly gentleman, and talks freely on 
the subject of his religion and shows 
many letters of gratitude written by 
persons who have been cured by faith. 
The doctor does not 
identify him- 


self with Christian Scientists, Dowie- 
ites, nor any branch of the so-called 
faith cures. lie has no name for his 
method of treatment, merely believ- 
ing that by faith in Jesus Christ one 
may be cured of sickness. 


Mr. Gentry states that he practiced 


mediciue for 24 years, during which 
time he published a number of medi- 
cal works that became authorities in 
the medical world. Later he starled 
a more thorough investigation of the 
science of medicine and also became 
interested in the study of the bible 
and decided in a shon time that more 
could be accomplished by faith than 
by medicine, and for a number of 
years he has been engaged in divine 
healing. 


The doctor presides over a congre- 


gation known as Christian Assembly, 
which meets at 328 West Sixty-Third 
street, Chicago. The followers of the 
faith take the new testament as their 
guide in all things and follow 
its 


teachings implicitly. In his healing 
the doctor follows the exact methods 
of Jesus Christ as told in the new 
testament and he tells of many mar- 
velous cures that he has effected. 


He also states that he looks upon 


faith as being something besides a 
sentiment; believes it is a substance 
as tangible as electricity or heat, and 
that on this account it can be used to 
accomplish results.

While lime Is 


preparation of bordeaux mixture, In tho 
best known and most reliable of the 
insecticides or remedies for 
fungus 


diseases, other uoutralizors may 
be 


used with the copper sulphate, such as 
concentrated lyes. 
For the beginner 


In the use of the spraying tools the lime 
Is, however, the best to use, although 
there Is much complaint regarding It 
because of the injury to sprayers. This 
is due, without doubht, to the fact thut 
poor lime is used; that It Is used too soon 
after slaking, and that it is uot prop- 
erly strained. The lime should be of 
the first quality, such as is used by 
builders, and it should be slaked for 
two or three weeks before being used, 
so that all possible of the gritty ma- 
terial that is apt to clog or Injure the 
nozzle of the sprayer may be dissolved. 
Then the lime should 
be 
strained 


through cheesecloth, to keep out the 
grit that was uot dissolved.

as a conscience contribution the left- 
hand half-sections of five 51.000 bills. 
The next day the mail brought the 
other halves of the bills, with a state- 
ment that the bender had defrauded 
the government out of 55.000 in inter- 
nal revenue taxes and could not rest 
until 
the fraud bad been expiated. 


Many thousand dollars conic back into 
government coffers each year thru this 
channel of mind chastisement.

OT 
years wbo served all through the Civil 
War and has brushed up against the 
rough side'of life for nigh onto tlfty 
years he is remarkably agilu. Ho was 
never siek a day Iu his life and, though 
twice wouudexl In the battle of Mamis- 
saa (second Hull Run), lie never laid 
down his gnu until after the war had 
ended. 


lie served in the Seventh South Caro- 


lina regiment aud in the heavy artil- 
lery, being iu the company commanded 
by Capt. Matthews, a famous Southern- 
er In tho latter organization. 
It was 


while stationed at Battery Wagon, a 
sand tort on. an Island, in Charleston 
harbor, that Ramsey's nerve was se- 
verely tested. Tiie Federal Ueet hud 
been storming the fort for several days 
and the men had been subjected to a 
veritable rain of lire, to escape which 
a plan was formulated to flee on the 
lirst dark night. 
So about midnight 


the artillerymen were embarked ou the 
steamer Sumter and she was headed 
for tho Confederate forts farther up 
the harbor toward the city. 


The discovery of the steamer was 


followed by the discharge of a score of 
heavy guns by the Yankee Ueet and 
one shell cut right through llie steamer, 
sinking her. Scores of men were killed 
outright by the bursting shell 
and 


many were drowned. Iu all there were 
about 000 men ou board at the time. 
Ramsey was one of the survivors ami 
he swum a mile and a quarter to Fort 
Sumter amid a perfect hail of shot ami 
shell. Reaching the fort he with dim- 
cully effected a landing and some wom- 
en gave him pieces of bagging and an 
old skirt, and, disguised as an old wom- 
an, he made Ills way through the lines 
and up to Virginia, where he had heard 
there was heavy lighting going 
ou. 


There he was twice wounded, returning 
to recuperate.-, his lost strength, and 
after a few weeks be rejoined his com- 
rades In arms and later served the lost 
cause in several engagements iu the 
Caroliuas. 


At the close of the war, when, after a 


futile engagement, his company was 
ordered to surrender aud accept parole, 
Ramsey avowed he would rather be 
shot and he started off through the 
Federal Hues despite the protests of bis 
comrades. He was permitted to pass 
unmolested and reached his home by 
the most direct route within a few days 
ami lie has since resided there. 


"Yes/sir," he said to a man who-had 


been introduced to him as a Govern- 
ment olliciul from Washington who had 
come down to get him to take the oath 
of allegiance, "it's a fact thnt I never 
surrendered and I never shall. I don't 
care how big you are or what power 
you've got back of you, I shan't do it 
and you can't make me. My wife Eliz- 
abeth told me never to swear and I'll 
never take an oath. I'm ready to fight 
a Yankee any time if one thinks he can 
make me surrender, but, oC course, I'm 
getting old and can't expect to whip all 
comers. But to tell you the truth I've 
come to like the blamed Yankees Ibu 
more I've seen of 'em." 


Ramsey, according to the old Con- 


federate veterans who served 
with 


him, doesn't know the meaning of. the 
word fear, lie is easily aroused and 
being 
of 
a pugnacious disposition, 


would rather fight than eat and when 
be gets a little old com juice he gets 
into au argument 
Of Ira he is locked 


up lo cool off, but. as be says, "every 
man's my friend." and he is speedily 
bailed out aud bis fine paid by bis ac- 
quaintances. He works about half the 
time at digging wells, a hazardous un- 
dertaking hereabouts, for a man takes 
bis life in his hands when he goes down 
150 feet in the sand before striking 
water. lie is very strong for one of 
lis size and as agile as most contor- 
ionists one sees on the 
vaudeville 


stage. 


Iu the battles of Autietaui;' the second 
Bull Run, Fredericksburg, Cold Har- 
bor, the Wilderness aud Petersburg, 
aud was neither wouuded nor ill and 
was ou duty every day during hlu en- 
tire term of. service. After the war he 
returned to Salem .and . cojitiucted the 
farm until his death a little more than 
a year ago.

Uurinli the year 1802, the hopes of 


the North were at their lowest ebb.

sources of tiie nation seemed to have 
been fruitlessly wasted. Henry Ward 
Beecher was then in Brooklyn, aud was 
perhaps more prominently associated 
with the cause of-the North at that 
time than any other minister of the 
gospel. He had preached and lectured 
and fought its battles in pulpit and 
press all over the country, hail ran- 
somed slaves from his pulpit, ami his 
convictions aud feelings wen; 
every- 


where known. 


Late one evening- a stranger, called 


at his home and asked-to see-him'.- istr..-- 
Beecher was working alone 
in 
his 


study, as was his usual custom, aud 
this stranger refused to semi up Im 
name, and came muflled In a military 
cloalc which completely hid his face. 
Mrs. Beecher'ssuspicious were aroused, 
and she was very unwilling that ho 
should have the interview which" he 
requested, especially as Mr. Beecher's 
life had been frequently threatened by 
sympathizers with the South. The lat- 
ter, however, insisted that his visitor 
be shown up. Accordingly, the strang- 
er entered, the doors were shut, ami 
for hours the wife below could'hear 
their voices aud their footsteps U3 they 
paced back and forth. 
Finally, toward 


midnight, the mysterious visitor went 
out, still mullled iu bis cloak, so that it 
waa impossible to gain any idea oC his 
features. 


The years weut by, the war was uu- 


ished, the President had suffered mar- 
tyrdom at his post, and it was not un- 
til shortly before Mr. Beecher's death, 
over twenty years later, that it was 
known that the mysterious stranger 
who bad called ou the stormy winter 
night 
was -Abraham Lincoln. 
The 


stress and strain of those days aud 
nights of struggle, with all the respon- 
sibilities and sorrows of a nation fight- 
ing for its life thrust upon him, had 
broken down his strength, and for a. 
time undermined even his courage. He 
bad traveled alone in disguise aud at 
night from Washington to Brooklyn to 
gaiu the sympathy 
and help of oun 


whom be knew as a mau of God, eu- 
gaged In the same great battle Iu which 
lie was the leader. 
Aloue for hours 


Ibat night the two bad wrestled to- 
gether in prayer with the God of bat- 
tles aud the Watcher over the right, 
until they had received tho help which 
He had promised to those who sock His 
aid.

In many 
localities iields have been reharrowcil 
on account of the grain having been 
uncovered by the wind, and in sn-.ne 
instances replanting has been neces- 
sary. 


Freezing temperatures- occurred dur- 


ing the week in nearly all portion:; of 
the state, but as vegetal-oil had made 
but liltle advancement no damage i* 
reported. 
In the northern portion of 


the state the temperature on the 15lli 


vwas as low as'20 degrees, and ice 


formed to the thickness of an inch or 
more. 
. Light and scattered showers occurred 
on Thursday and Friday, but were 
generally 
insufficient 
to materially 


improve vegetation, the heaviest re- 
ported being about .1 qiiarler of an 
inch in a few localities in the central 
counties. 
Copious rains are badly 


needed. 


The dry weather during the week 


has been very favorable for farm 
work. The soil is reported in excellent 
condition for working, although lack- 
ing moisture for proper germination. 
Seeding of oats, bailey and spring 
wheat is about completed and prepar- 
ation for corn is under way. 
In some 


localities early potatoes have been 
planted. 
Farm work is generally 


more advanced than a.t this uate last- 
year. 


The 
opinion of correspondents 
is 


practically 
unanimous that winter 


wheat and rye have come through the 
winter in good condition. These crops, 
however, have made but little progress 
during the week on account of cold, 
dry weather. 


The cold, dry weather during the 


week has been unfavorable for mead- 
ows and pastures. Clover is generally 
badly winter killed and pastures are 
in poor condition, not so much on ac- 
count of severe weather during (he 
winter as late pasturing in the fall, 
which left the roots exposed.

Tlie two engravings accompanying 


this article were made from snapshot 
photographs taken at the "bringing" of 
a gusher at Beaumont. After the drill 
had been sent through the quicksand 
and the cap rock, the flinty substance 
which-is the roof of the 
cavern 
in 


which the oil. has long been stored, it 
was known that success had erownsd 
the efforts of the drillers after just a 
year of labor. The drill was immedi- 
ately hoisted out of the 1,100- foot pipe 
which incased it, and the bailer was 
brought into use. This is a bucket 
fastened to a contrivance which forces 
it down into the tube and then pulls it 
back out full of the mud, water aud 
grease which weighs down the oil at 
the bottom. With each dip of the bali- 
cr. pis rises higher in the pipe, and 
when the pressure hn.s been reduced to 
a point whore it is less than that, of the 
gas and oil underneath the How com- 
mences.

Oil in the United Stutcw. 


In the production of petroleum, the 


United States leads the world, though 
oil was used in .Eastern countries, no- 
tably China, long before the dawn of 
history. 
In Japan and Persia, it has 


been obtained from dug wells for cen- 
turies. Springs of petroleum have long 
been known in the Caucasus mountains 
and the Russian oil fields are world 
famous. 


The first mention of oil hi the Unit- 


ed States was made by a Franciscan 
missionary who found It In Allegany 
County, N. Y., before 103L'. This oil, 
which came to the-surface In springs, 
was used by the Indians for medicinal 
purposes. It was not until 1850 that 
the petroleum business of the United 
States reached any great height. Pre- 
vious to that year, kerosene had, to a 
limited extent, been manufactured out 
of coal. 
The lirst well was "brought 


In" at the place where Tltusvllle, Pa., 
uow stands, on Aug.,30, 1801). Oil was 
struck at a depth of hut (19 feet. 


The scenes enacted there nt that time 


have been duplicated at the opening of 
every new field since. 
Speculators 


Hocked in from every part of the Uult- 
od States and Oil Creek became fam- 
ous. 
Within a very few years, hun- 


dreds oC wells were (killed along the 
tributaries of the Allegany river. 


From Pennsylvania, the oil excite- 


ment extended westward 
until hun- 


dreds of wells hnd been sunk east of 
the Mississippi rlvor In any and all 
places where for any reason the dis- 
covery of oil might bo expected. Most 
of these wells were failures, but the 
excitement had the result of opening 
up many new fields, notably In western 
Pennsylvania, in parts of Ohio ami in 
sections of West Virginia, Kentucky 
and Indiana. 
In Ohio and Indiana, 


natural gns came as a secondary dis- 
covery and this product Is nowv piped 
in great quantities to many cities, no- 
tably Chicago nud Buffalo. 
In the lat- 


ter city, the use of natural gns for 
heating nnd cooking purposes is gen- 
oral. In Chicago but a limited part of 
the city is served, though the pipes 
of the company supplying the gas are 
being extended rapidly. 


The Pacific const oil fields were first 


worked hi 1800, though the early wells 
were Improperly located nnd failed to 
produce oil In paying quantities. Be- 
tween 1880 and 1887 these fields fell 
Into the hands of Eastern oil men of 
experience, who, after much experi- 
menting nnd ninny unsuccessful 
at- 


tempts, struck oil In several counties 
of California. 
Wells In A'enturn nnd 


Los Angeles Countios, some of the hit- 
ter being right In the city o£ Los An- 
geles, have boon profitable producers 
ever since. Other oil regions "of'com- 
paratively large value were uncovered 
In Wyoming and Colorado. 


Oomniercin! petroleum is found in 


Hussia in large quantities, ns well ns 
In Austria. Oil fields in Pern produce 
the fluid to a limited extent, but the 
output Is steadily Increasing under 
proper management 


Oil wells in the Pennsylvania fields 


are nlmost invariably "shot'1 with nl- 
tro-glycerin, contrary to the 
bailing 


method of Texas.

If none are to be 
found you study next the color, re- 
membering that the steel blue, because 
it is the most brilliant, Is Hie most de- 
sirable and costly hue and that the 
white conies next. 
Yellowish or off- 


color stones nre practically worthless, 
but a perfect violet or amber or rose 
diamond brings a fancy price.

The forger did his work between 


eight and nine o'clock on Friday even- 
ing and ivas smooth enough in his 
ways and actions so that his honesty 
was not questioned by any cTf the 
swindled parries. 


The man's method of proceedure 


was to examine some article and de- 
ciding to buy he would reach for his 
money, but finding he did not have 
enough, would tender a check in pay- 
ment, stating that he was employed 
by the Kellogg Bros. Lumber com- 
pany. 


The description of the man as given 


by the different parties varies consid- 
erably, but all agreed that he was 
commonly dressed and looked like a 
laboring man such as he orofessed to 
be.

A JBCome-Made Barrow. 


A wheelbarrow with bo's, is a handy 


tool to have on die farm, but barrows of 
the sryleT mentioned are quite expen- 
sive. However, one can. be constructed 
at small cost if one has a lot of old ma- 
terial at hand. The barrow shown is 
a two-wheel affair and these wheels 
were the grain, wheels from ail old 
biader, part of the wood from the old 
machine also being used in its construc- 
tion. The dimensions of the barrow 
are: 
Sides. 3 feet 1O inches long and 


IS Inches high; handles, six feet from 
end to^eud; length of the bottom of the 


one-third on unwashed fleeces It Is nec- 
essary to wash before shearing because 
as usually washed there will not be a 
shrinkage of over 10 per cent in the 
fleece.

In InsectIcides. 


While lime is generally used in the 


preparation of bordeaux mixture, in the 
best known and most reliable of the 
insecticides or remedies for 
fungus 


diseases, other neutralizers may be 
used with the copper sulphate, such as 
concentrated lyes. For the beginner 
in the use of the spraying tools the iirne 
is. however, the best- to use, although 
there Is much complaint regarding it 
because of the injury to sprayers. This 
is due. -without doubht. to the fact that 
poor lime is used: that it is used too soon 
after slaking, and that it is not prop- 
erly strained. The lime should be of 
the first quality, such as is used by 
builders, and it should be slaked for 
two or three weeks before being used, 
so that all possible of the gritty ma- 
terial that is apt to clog or injure the 
nozzle of the sprayer may be dissolved. 
Then the liine should 
be strained 


through cheesecloth, to keep out the 
grit that was not dissolved.

food than the whole grain. That ground 
food is also beneSciai for mature stock 
no one -will deny, and yet how beaefi- ;

upon the animal.

Wheat fed to hogs must of course be j 


ground or the hard portions will pass j 
through the animal undigested; so with 
other foods fed to different animals, 
and the feeder should use common 
sense ia determining whether ft will 
or -will not pay to grind the food he has 
to give. Many cows of considerable 
age "would still be profitable If more 
care was taken In the preparation of 
the food given them. While the sub- 
ject is one that must be largely worked 
out by the feeder, it will pay every time 
to follow the suggestion that food for 
young stock be ground.

ens the utter disruption and possible 
closing of that institution. The trouble 
had its inception in the recent circula- 
tion by the rector.

•of a letter in which he reminded each 
.member of the congregation that his sal- 
ary for the past year had .not as yet 
been paid, nor iiad a number of other 
incidental expenses in connection with 
the running of the church been settled. 
Promptly upon the receipt of this letter. 
A meeting of. the ^ vestrymen, was -called 
and resolution's "were drawn up asking 
Rev. Dafter to. tender his resignation. 
•This he did. but as yet no action has 
teen taken by the congregation. 


The vestrymen of the church are 


^aniong the wealthiest and leading citi- 
zens of this city. 
Evan Edwards, a 


prominent business man and a member 
of the vestry, has tendered his resigna- 
tion from the church and has caused 
£he publication of the following state- 
ment giving reasons therefor: 


Reverend and Dear Sir: I hereby tender 
my resignation, as vestryman of 
Grac*> 
Church, also as a delegate to the dlocesau 
council, to be held in Fond du Lac. June. 
1902. 
My reasons for said resignation, the 
•acceptance of which I insist upon, are as 
follows: 


That the recent action of tlie vestryraea 
and wardens in so important a matter as 
the^passhig, of resolutions asking for- the 
res-gnatTon of oui rector, was irregular nnJ 
inconsistent with my conception of -alraesa 
and justice. 


That because the wardens and vestrvmea 
wno voted for the adoption of the aforesaid 
resolutions were elected to their office by 
& total male vote of but two (-). neither of 
The voters being communicants of the 
•chfirch in good standing, it is aiy opinioa 
that neither the\- nor their ssid action were 
.representative of the members or sentiments 
of Grace Church congregation. Such action 
as the passing of the aforesaid resohiUous, 
according to my belief, necessitates a rep- 
resentative vestry.

The Federal fleet had 
been storming the fort for several days 
and the men had been subjected to a 
veritable ram of fire, to escape which 
a plan was formulated to flee on the 
first dark night So about midnight 
the artillerymen were embarked on the 
steamer Sumter and she was headed 
for the Confederate forts farther up 
the harbor toward the city.

Scores of men were killed 
outright by the bursting shell and 
many were drowned. In all there were 
about GOO men on board at the time. 
Ramsey was one of the survivors and 
he swam a mile and a quarter to Fort 
Sumter amid a perfect hail of shot and 
shelL Reaching the fort he with diffi- 
culty effected a landing and some 
wom- 


en gave him pieces of bagging and aa 
old skirt, and. disguised as an old 
wom- 


an, he made his way through the lines 
and up to Virginia, where he had heard 
there was heavy fighting going on. 
There he was twice wounded, returning 
to recuperate--his lost strength, and 
after a few weeks he rejoined his 
com- 


rades in arms and later served the lost 
cause in several engagements in the 
Carolinas. 


At the close of the war, when, after a 


futile engagement, his company -was 
ordered to surrender and accept parole, 
Ramsey avowed he would rather be 
shot and he started off through the 
Federal lines despite the protests of his 
comrades. He vras permitted to pass 
unmolested and reached his home by 
the most direct route within a few days 
and be has since resided there. 


''Yes, sir." he said to a man who had 


been introduced to him as a Govern- 
ment official from Washington -who had 
come down to get him to take the oath 
of allegiance, '"it's a fact that I never 
surrendered and I never shall. I don't 
care how big you are or what power 
you've got back of you, I shan't do it 
and you can't make me. My wife Eliz- 
abeth told me never to swear and I'll 
never take an oath. I'm ready to fight 
a Yankee any time if one thinks he can 
make me surrender, but, of course. I'm 
getting old and can't erpect to whip all 
comers. But to tell you the truth I've 
come to like tbe blamed Yankees the 
more I've seen of 'em." 


Ramsey, according to the old Con- 


federate veterans who served 
with 


him. doesn't know the meaning of the 
word fear. He is easily aroused and 
being of a pugnacious disposition, 
would rather fight than eat and when 
he gets a little old corn juice he gets 
into an argument Often he is locked 
up to cool off. but as be says, "every 
man's my friend." and he is speedily 
bailed out and bis fine paid by his ac- 
quaintances. He works about half the 


j time at digging wells, a hazardous mi- 
! dertaking hereabouts, for a man takes 
i his life in his bands when he goes down 


150 feet in the sand before striking 
•water. He is very strong for one of 
his size and as agile as most contor- 
tionists one sees on tbe 
stage.

Fredericksburg, Cold Har- 
bor, 
the Wilderness and Petersburg, 


and was neither wounded nor ill and 
was on duty every day during his en- 
tire term of service. After the war he 
returned to Salem, .and^ conducted tb.e 
farm-until-his death-a-little more than 
a year ago. 


James, the second son, -was mustered 


into the service, as a private in the 
Fifteenth New Hampshire Regiment. 
Nov. 
12, 1SG2, and was stationed in 


Louisiana. He was at the siege of Pore 
Hudson and suffered great hardships 
during his service. Since the war, he 
has lived on a farm in Merriraae.

Benjamin, next younger than the

He had preached and lectured 
and fought its battles in pulpit and 
press all over the country, bad ran- 
somed slaves from his pulpit, and his 
convictions and feelings Tvere every- 
where known- 


Late one evening a strangrer called 


at his home and asked-to see-hini.-- M-r.-- 
Beeeher -was -working alone in bis 
study, as was his usual custom, and. 
this stranger refused to send up his 
name, and came muffled in a military, 
cloak which completely hid his face- 
Mrs. Beecher's suspicions were aroused, 
and she was very unwilling that he 
should have the interview •whicll be 
requested, especially as Mr. Beecher's 
life bad been frequently threatened by 
sympathizers with tbe South. The lat- 
ter, however, insisted that bis visitor 
be snown up. Accordingly, the strang- 
er entered, the doors were shut, and 
for nours the Tvife below could" hear 
their voices and their footsteps as they 
paced back and forth. Finally, toward 
midnight, the mysterious visitor went 
out. still muffled in bis cloak, so that it 
was impossible to gain any idea of his 
features. 


The years went by, tue war was fin- 


ished, the President bad suffered mar- 
tyrdom at his post, and it was not un- 
til shortly before Mr. Beecher's death, 
over twenty years later, that it was 
known that the mysterious stranger 
who had called on the stormy winter 
night was Abraham Lincoln. Tbe 
stress and strain of those days and 
nights of struggle, with all the respon- 
sibilities and sorrows of a nation fight- 
ing for its life thrust upon him. bad 
broken down Ms strength, and for a 
time undermined even bis courage. He 
had. traveled alone in disguise aad at 
nigbt from Washington to Brooklyn to 
gain the sympathy and help of one 
whom iie knew as a man of God. en- 
gazed in the same great battle in which 
he was the leader. Alone for hours 
that nigat the two bad wrestled to- 
gether in prayer with the God of bat- 
tles and the Watcher over the right, 
until they had received the help whicn 
He bad promised to those who seek His 
aid. 
Whatever were the convictions 


and religious belief of Abraham Lin- 
coln, there is no doubt that he believed 
!u prayer, and made that tbe source of 
a:s strength.—Samnei Scoville, Jr.. in 
rhe Sunday School Times.

TRAIN DISPATCHING 


Onc£*I was a train dispatcher. I am 


not now and don't want to be. This is 
tlie reason: 


One night "the road was fairly hot 


with trains when I eaine on duty. I 
wondered lio\v in thunder 1 should 
ever get the passenger train through 
without delay. There seemed to be a 
train on every sidetrack over the whole 
length of the road aiid more between 


1 worked like a beaver. It 


was ia the old days of what are known 
as "single" orders, wheu each train 
received a separate order, which mu--t 
be sent to c-ach cue concerned singly. | 
You will easily see how in the rush of 
busings? a single order might be incor- 
rectly transmitted and trains leave sta- 
tions under coudictinjr orders, whicii 
would certainly bring them to 
unless corrected. 


A double- header left the foot of the 


mountain about midnight holding an 
order giving it the right to Suiuuut-

boiled.
